Envoy-at-Large 


Herr Otto Abetz, who is described as the 
German Ambassador-at-Lorge in. France and 
who has been prominent in the conversations 
between the Nazis and the Pétain Government 
following the removal of Mf. Laval, is one of the 
men who played a leading role in the corrup- 
tion of ‘the country before the war—a_corrup= 
tion which bore fruit when Hitler launched his 
tremendous drive against the Low Countries 
and the Meuse. It is ironieal that the man 
‘who had so much to do with the undermining 
‘of the old order in France, should now be the 
eading negotiator for Hitler's so-called “new 
order.” Otto <Abetz obtained considerable ex 
perience with the Nazi “fifth column” in 
Belgium. where he is alleged to have subsidized 
the Rexist Party or Faseists with some success 
to the Nazi cause. After this he was ordered 
by Ribbentrop to go to France, where he took 
charge of the already active Nazi agents who 
‘were spreading distrust and discontent through- 
out important branches of the government and 
‘the press, He assumed control of an organiza 
tion which had been active ever since Hitler 
came into power in Germany, and had done its 
utmost to sap the strength of the country from 
its headquarters at the Union Allemand, 3 Rue 
Roquepine, Paris. Criticism of the more or 
less open ‘activities of the Nazis developed in 
the French press as It became obvious towards 
1939 that a major European crisis was deve 
loping. and owing to revelations made by BM. 
Henri de Kerillis, the publisher of “L'Epoque.” 
‘Abetz was finally’ expelled by M, Daladier, then 
Prime Minister, and the Deuxiéme Bureau oF 
Secret Service. after having been in France for 
just over a year. Abetz brought an action for

inviolate? When Britain commenced to evact

and the Ruhr to south-eastern Germany and 
even to Vienna.

Af there were uny danger of Britain be= 
cominig complacent on aecount of recent 
suecessos it must surely have been removed 
by the reminders from both the Prime 


Minister and Lord Beaverbrook, the first 
thot the time for rejoicing over successes 
hhad not yet come, and the second that Hitler 
is making preparations for an invasion of 
Britain before the spring. ‘That during the 
‘months since the Freneh débicle there has 
been gradual change from despondency to 
very considerable hope, is entirely due to the 
knowledge that Britain can and is standing 
up under the Gorman air-raids, and that] 
her forees in north Afriea and Greece, 
together with the Greeks, are striking 
heavy blows against the ‘Italians. ‘The! 
possibility of Hitler endeavouring to invade’ 
Britain will have to be borne in mind right 
up to the time of German defest, and Lord 
Beaverbrook was adopting a wise line in 
‘warning Britons on the subject. Hitler, he 
stated, is making an immense attempt to 
Dring out a huge air force next spring. ‘That 
must be countered by British aeroplane pro~ 
duction and purchases from the United 
States. 

Alrendy a greater parity belween the 
‘and enemy air forces has been 
ved, but it is not yet clear that the 
former has obtained numerical superiority. 
Nevertheless the fact that all machines lost 
thus far have been paid for by public con- 
fributions, suggests that the programme of 
xovernment spending on the air force has. 
been in no way obstructed by action of the 
enemy. No better confirmation of the right~ 
ness of the decision to assist the Government 
fo buy aeroplanes could possibly be wanted, 
<a fact which subscribers to the Voluntary 
War Contribution Fund would do well to 
bear in mind. That the danger of an 
attempt at invasion still exists is to be found 
in the continual bombing of the European | 
ports from which it is expected it would be: 
attempted. ‘The reduction of the French 
Channel ports to complete usclessness, the 
destruction of as many sca-borne craft as! 
possible, the disruption of enemy lines of 
communication are all blows designed to’ 
interfere with his preparations. Tt has suc- 
ceded in averting invasion up to the present 
and will, it is to be hoped, continue to do 























What is happening so far as Britain and 
Germany is concerned is that both are’ 
mobilizing their resourees for the gigantic! 
struggle which lies ahead. At the same time: 
they are endeavouring to do as much damage_ 
fo each other's war potential as possible. Tn 
this respect Britain is better placed than 
Germany, for, though the latter can strike 
at production and training centres in, the. 
British Isles, thousonds of miles out of the| 
reach of enemy airmen, machines are being 
turned out and men trained in ever increas~ 
ing quantities, Now there is no part of 
Germany which ean hope to escape the atten- 
tions of the R.AF., and as that arm is rein- 
forced, as it will be, the possibilities of hitting 
even more heavily will increase. Against 
the resourees end strength of the combined 
nations of Europe, conqueror and conquered, 
is arrayed the industrial forces of Great 
Britain, and behind her those of the Empire] 
‘and the United States. 

‘That would seem to sugyest that there ts! 
no doubt as to the ultimate outcome. But 
it has {o be remembered that much toll and 
‘tribulation will have to be endured before 
final vielory crowns British arms. As Lord 
Beaverbrook concludes “We shall destroy the 
enemy by our labour." Of the quality of 
the British armies the campaign in France, 
and what is going on in Libya are ample 
proof. Hitler will. meet with a particularly 
warm reception should he ever succeed in 
throwing forees on the British shores. Tn= 
vasion is not to be feared: indeed by some 
it would be welcomed as affording the British 
forees the opportunity of meeting the enemy 
for which their members burn with impati- 
ence. But, though it is not to be feared, it 
must be prepared against. No folse sense 
of security should be allowed to prevail be- 
wuse of what is happening in the Mediter- 
inean, ‘There must be unceasing vi

Now that the Italian white troops 
hhave been encountered it has been found up 
to the present that they are not such stout 
fighters as their conseripted blacks. 

Meanwhile there appears to have been 
some reduction in the speed of the British 
advance. At Bardia, believed to be defended 
by one division reinforced by units retreating 
from Egypt, stubborn resistance is being 
encountered, The British are reported to 
have broken though the defence zone of this 
port at some points, but hard fighting is 
continuing in the area, The position has 
been described as a tough nut to crack, but 
that the British will eventually crack it there 
is every reason to believe. ‘The experience 
of the past week or so has clearly proved 
that the British have fully appreciated the 
lessons Iearned in France, and have mastered 
the technique of the Blitzkrieg. It does not 
seem likely that the Italian forces will be 
given much ‘respite, but that the British wilt 
push on just as fast as the necessity for con- 
solidating thelr gains permits them. ‘The 
engthening lines of communication present 
their own peculiar difficultfes, but that these 
‘are nol insurmountable the first leap of 75 
miles, with which the action opened, clearly 
clemonstrates. 

















BLUNT TALKING

It the two speeches made before the 
Ameriea-Japan Society in Tokyo, by Messrs. 
Yosuke Matstioka, Japanese Foreign Minister, 
and Josoph Grew, U.S. Ambassador to Japan, 
do nothing else they certainly serve to show 
how far the two countries are apart. After 
Mr. Matsuoka had declared that after all 
the fate of China was largely a question of 
sentiment to Americans, Mr. Grew rose ex- 
tomporancously to remove that impression. 
Mo remarked that Mr. Matswoka had lived 
long enough in the United States to know 
that though the American people are funda 
mentally peacefully minded they are firmly 
detormined upon’ certain matters,—their 
obligations and rights. Tt is solely ‘due to 
the fact that the Japanese Government has 
all along been unable, or has refused to 
realize that ils actions in this part of the 
world definitely threaten the rights of third 
party Powers that the present situation has 
arisen. What has happened during the past 
three years, «ind more, directly traverses Mr.

MORE DESPERATION

Two items of news emanating from Berlin 
suggest that fresh developments may occur 


the staff of the U. S. Embassy in Paris had 
een taking part in pro-British activitios— 
apparently assisting the escape of British 
secret agents,—and the other deals with 
possible American reaction to the ap- 
peal of Mr. Ronald Cross, British Minis~ 
ter for Shipping, for more American-built 
vessels to counteract losses suffered by 
the British mercantile marine as the result 
of enemy submarine activities. ‘The first is 
part of the old familiar technique, seeking 
to create a general atmosphere of hostility 
and eventually to establish grounds for i 
claim, should Germany declare war on the 
United States, that the latter were in 
fact the aggressor. ‘That is necessary to 
bring the situation which vould then 
arise within the purview of the Tri- 
Partite Pact, justifying, the Germans ap- 
parently hope, Japan's entrance into the 
struggle, That might fall, however, because 
of Mr. Matsuoka’s recent statement reserving 
Japan's right to decide who is in fact the 
aggressor, and whether she will enter the 
war at all, 

The text of one passage of the spokesman's 
declarations is interesting:— 

We are watching with great interest. the 
attitude of the nation which nas shown 
only restraint and friendship to one ‘warring 
nation, but whose attitude towards the other 
has consisted of pinpricks, challenges, Insults 
and moral aggression which has reached & 
point of insufferability 

Parenthetically it may be remarked that’ if 
all the assistance to Great Britain short of 
going to war amounts to pinpricks, Germany 
has been receiving plenty of them: the 
United States have offered no chal- 
lenges to Germany except within the limits 
of the foregoing: it is impossible for the 
United States to insult Germany for she has 
descended to depths below the possibility of 
insult, while as for moral aggression the 
Germans know nothing of morality but 0 
great deal about aggression. Berlin political 
circles, it is reported, consider that the 
United States have been challenged to com- 
mit a warelike act which could only be 
described as supporting Britain, 

‘The inference to be drawn is that, should 
the United States respond favourably to Mr. 
Cross's appeal, and it is believed that they: 
will, Germany will consider it an act of 
war, and apparently move accordingly. But 
the ‘situation arising from such an American 
answer would in no material point be any 
different than that which has already been 
created by American action. Consequently 
for Germany to declare war on the United 
States could no more then be justified than 
it can be now, and the conclusion to be drawn 
is that Berlin is resorting to a very naive 
piece of trickery in order to persuade Japan 
fo enter the struggle, and transform the 
European conflagration into a world war. 
Mitler has read the handwriting on the wall, 
and he is preparing for the defeat which he 
sees ahead. Not once, but several times he 
has been reported as’ averring that should 
Germany face detent he would carry the 
whole of Europe with him to destruction, He 
is preparing to plunge the whole world into 
the conflagration in the hope that he may 
succeed, somehow or other, in emerging from 
the genoral debacle undefeated. 

That then is the measure of his des) 
tion. ‘The assistance he expected from 
hhas not been fortheoming. Indeed he ma} 
have to go to the aid of his accomplice, Mui 
solini. ‘The grandiose scheme for the drive 
to the south-east stands in good chance of 
being completely thwarted by the gallantry 
of the Greeks in Albania, and the prowess 
of the Allied forces in northern Africa, Italy 
faces the prospect of a complete and utter 
defeat, and all German plans, based upon 
the boastings of Mussolini regarding Italian 
might, have had to undergo severe revision. 
That ‘that revision includes an attempt to 
drag Japan willy-nilly into the struggle 1s 
apparent in the declaration of the German 
spokesman, ‘and the speculations in official 
quarters in Berlin, But Japan considers 
herself not too deeply committed, and it is 
possible that in this instance the cunning of 
Hitler and his gang may overreach itself. Tt 
will do if the Japanese Government fully 
realizes on which side its bread is buttered, 
for it is certainly not on the side which in- 
volves the step of going into the fight on 
the ‘side of a very shaky Axis.

According to the New York “Times,” 
travellers from Ialy to neutral countries 
allege that Germans were sent into the coun- 
try to co-ordinate war services, which it was 
feared were on the point of breaking down, 
owing to internal strife, and alleged sabotage 
in war industries. This, if it proves to be 
the case, amounts to no more than the quict 
penetration to which the Nazis have resorted 
with regard to their schemes in the Balkans 
ind elsewhere, and the suspicion that these 
movements are but the prelude to more 
striking’ developments is a remarkably strong 
one. Penetration by fraud, or force, or by 
both has been the Nazis’ main weapon and 
becomes necessary in this instance because 
of the fear that should the Italian defeat 
continue that country might seek to make a 
separate peace. That Italy might have to 
bay a very heavy price should she attempt 
to do so may be taken for granted, for the 
German occupation of northern Italy in 
order to prevent a complete collapse of 
Malian resistance is not now so incredible 
18 it would have appeared but a few weeks 
ago. The fact of the matter is that Mus- 
solini's armies have proved so unstable a 
factor, and have so completely failed to 
come 'up to his own standards, no matter 
how far those might be below the German 
idea of the worth of the Italian soldier, that 
Hitler is being forced to devise new schemes 
for carrying on. 


It may be taken for granted that Italian 
rights and interests are as nothing in the 
eyes ef Hitler having’ regard tothe heavy. 
blows the Axis has received at the hands of 
the Allies. If ho thinks that by occupying 
Haly he can save his own skin he would 
grab Italian ports for the purpose of endeav= 
ouring to carry on in the Mediterranean. 
‘There would be nothing that Mussolini could 
do about it, for all the speeches of 11 Duce, 
all the marching and counter-marching of 
the Italian soldiers and Blackshirts have 
failed to turn them into the military machine 
‘Mussolini believed he had forged, ‘There are 
reports of internal disorder, Short of food, 
the Halians do not even have the gratification 
of listening to tales of victory. With the 
masses the war is just as unpopular as the 
Germans themselves are, and the realiza~ 
tion that they ave in fact fighting a German 
war, one in which they are still being denicd 
their own claim against France cannot but 
help to foster dissatisfaction. That does not 
necessarily mean that Italy is already pre- 
paring to quit if her German master would 
permit her, Nations generally undergo a 
very great. strain before they eventually 
break. But, should this particularly weak 
veed eventually succumb, Hitler obviously 
desires to be in such a position that it would 
do him the least amount of damage. It may 
be contended on the other hand that the 
entry of substantial German forces into 
ftaly would be a confession on the part of 
Hitler of the growing seriousness of the Axis 
position, For that reason it is believed he 
may refrain, ‘But against this is the fact 
that military necessity might in this instaneo 
be stronger than psychological considerations, 











CABINET CHANGES 
Dec. 24. 

‘The various diplomatic and Cabinet 
changes which have been made in Britain 
following the death of Lord Lothian, Am~ 
bassador to the United States, will probebly 
come as a surprise to many. Particularly 
so will the appointment of Viscount Halifax 
to Washington. There are those who will 
think that a man who was so close a sup~ 
porter of the policy of appeasement would 
not be likely to appeal to the Americans as 
the British representative at a time like this. 
‘There is very little to support that opinion. 
Rather should emphasis be laid on the fact 
that Lord Halifax has been the highest rank- 
ing Cabinet minister next to the Premier, and 
‘one whose recent experiences probably’ best 
fit him to lay all the facts before the admini~ 
stration at Washington, talking as he will 
from long inside personal knowledge of past 
‘and present policies, and the factors which 
have brought them about, From thet point 
of view he should be able to keep the United 
States Government better apprised than any. 
ordinary ambassador of career who 2t all 
times can only speak within the brief that 
instructions from the Foreign Office provide. 
‘The appointment may, therefore, lead to a. 
areater degree of. flexibility than has 
hitherto existed wide as it has undoubtedly 
been. 

‘The appointment of Mr. Anthony Eder, to 
the Foreign Office means ‘the resumption of 
a post which he filled so well before. He 
may be what Hitler has dubbed war mon- 








ger,—though the British will not accept that 
—but the fact is that he is a man of 
the same firmness of policy as is Mr. Chur- 
chill himself, even less ready than ever 
before to stand any nonsense from the enemy, 
and able to view his machinations in that 
‘completely realistic light which the situation 
now imperatively demands. ‘The appoint 
ment of Captain David Margesson as 
Secretary for War comes as a complete sur- 
prise. As chief whip for the Conservativ 
Party Captain Margesson has shown ver: 
considerable ability, and has at times aroused 
Some opposition because of his autocratic 
control of the Parly. He has been recognized 
asa coming man for a considerable time 
ast, and his emergence from behind the 
curtain, where he has pulled the strings so 
effectively in the past, at such a juncture as 
this, may be considered as highly significant. 
What has happened is that Mr. Churehill 
hhas appointed two aides to himself exactly 
of his frame of thinking, men of equal deter 
mination to see this thing through to the end, 
and to stop at nothing to attain victory. ‘The 
triumvirate so formed is probably the most 
Powerful and most pofiular that could pos- 
sibly have been appointed, popular not only 
in Great Britain but amongst the nations 
friendly to it. ‘They will undoubtedly com- 
mand the support of all forms of political 
opinion throughout the country and in Par- 
Viament, as constituting a strengthening of 
the Cabinet at a time when it is most desir- 
able. There are reports that Mr. Churehill 
contemplates further Cabinet changes in the 
near future, and possibly the appointment of 
Mr. Lloyd George in some office responsible 
for the home front, war production and the 
food situation. For a long time there have 
been many who have thought that he should 
be in charge of the food question, not only 
because of his official eapabilities, but because 
of the fact that he is an expert farmer, and 
realizes the problems with which that essen~ 
tial worker is faced. A man with first hand 
knowledge on the subject of domestic food 
production should be able to increase the 
immense efforts which have proved so suc~ 
cessful this year, and should Mr. Churchill 
decide fo give finn: auch an-sppaintenent there 
is no danger of it being unpopular. 


‘There can be no doubt that the changes 
which have been made are greatly to be 
weleomed. Some people will still insist that 
the full changes should include the removal 
of the present Chancellor of the Exchequer 
whose war Budgets have been criticized as 
not demanding enough of the taxpayer in 
payment for this war. It is probable, how- 
ever, that, with such a spearhead as the 
Prime Minister has provided it, the Cabinet 
will adopt a more robust outlook on its 
problems than has even yet been obtained. 
This is no admission of previous weakness, 
‘but rather a recognition of the increasingly 
difficult problems which energetic proseeu~ 
tion of the war has posed, and a preparation 
for the time when it will be possible for 
Great Britain to change from its prosent 
xolated offensive to a general onslaught upon 
the enemy. Gradually Britain is passing from 
the negative of the mere defensive to the 
nositive of the actual offensive and present 
dovelopments are simply preparation for the 
time which the Empire so eagerly awaits. 






































THE POOR MOTHER 
Dec. 24. 


In a city the size of Shanghai there are 
bound {0 be innumerable problems relating 
fo the poor. Not all of them can be solved, 
but the fact that efforts are being made to 
do so by the people who make up the popula 
tion of the city and are not officially con- 
nected with any of the three municipal au- 
thoritios in the area, speaks well for their 
social sense and their feelings of responsibili- 
ty. The regrettable fact is that Shanghaf, by 
yeason of its size, its economic problems, and 
its complicated political structure, provides 
fan excellent testing ground for schemes of 
improvement which may ultimately _ be 
adapted for use in the whole of China. For, 
if a problem can be solved in Shanghai, the 
most diMcult centre of all, there should be 
ttle ditieulty in applying a similar solution 
to any other city in the republic. Already 
and with varying suecess, plans have been 
put info operation to combat some of the 
more obvious evils which aMict this city. A 
camp is to be formed for the beggars and 
destitute, under the control of the Salvation 
Army, which is doin an enormous amount 
‘of other good work to relieve suffering. 
‘There are various organizations to save the 
young from degenerating into a life of vice, 
‘and these are doing much in an unofficial 
capacity to ameliorate conditions. But the 
persons who devote their lives to organizing 
such institutions are the first to admit that 
they are touching only the fringe of the pro 
biem. For many reasons they can do nothing 
more. 

In yesterday's columns there appeared a 
grim account of conditions among the poorer 
mothers of Shanghai and what is being done 
to save the children born in these destitute 
homes. ‘The margin between existence and 
starvation in many of these homes is so 
narrow that it is not a question whether the 


























family can afford to have children, but whe- 
ther the mother can afford to spare sufficient 








{time to have them. Nature being what it 
however, she has to bear children, and som« 
how or ‘other she has to find the time to 
recuperate, or cither her life is sacrificed or 
the life of ‘the newly-born infant. Too often, 
statistics show, both mother and child either 
succumb or one or the other has to continue 
life with a permanent handicap which expert 
attention at the necessary moment could have 
avoided. As the story {old yesterday re- 
vealed, it is too often the case that, the 
mother docs not want the child when born 
and takes no pains to ensure that delivery 
fakes place in satisfactory circumstances. 
Too often there is the hope that the now- 
comer will be still-born, and so another 
mouth will not have to be fed. ‘The mother 
fs not the inhuman creature such a condition 
of affairs would appecr to reveal. The 

wse is poverly—poverty of the most hor- 
ible type, the remedy for which, in the 
present condition of China, it is almost im- 
possible to perceive. 

These are some of the figures reviewed in 
the discussions before the Joint Committee 
‘of Shanghai Women's Organizations in which 
the whole question was examined. Miss 
Hilda Yen reported at the mecting of that 
‘committee: “A social survey of 478 families 
in a certain district showed that 333 or 69.7 
per cent, were poor, 80 or 16.7 per cent, 
were of moderate means, and 65 or 13.6 per’ 
cent. destitute. ‘The average size of a family 
‘was 5.2 persons with an average income of 
$27.70 a month (or 35.33 per capita per 
month). On the average there were five per~ 
sons in each room (usual size: 11 by 8 feet), 
and three persons sleeping in cach bed.” The 
circumstances of nearly 2,500 persons must 
have been investigated before these figures 
could have been arrived at, and a shocking 
state of affairs is revealed. "A family of five 
is forced {0 live for a month on what many 
‘Shanghailanders will spend tonight on ther 
Christmas Eve dinner! Excluding drinks 
If the income of these families is put in ste 
ling it works out at about eight shillings a 
month, or roughly one shilling and five pence 
per head per month. Can it be wondere? 
that in these cireles the aprival of a baby 
is not known ‘as a “happy event #" 

An organization to attempt to cope with 
conditions of these people was started during 
the refugee flood in Shanghai in 1937, when 
all sorts of horrors, resulting from war con~ 
ditions around the Settlement, brought the 
problem well {o the fore. As eireumstances 
slowly improved, the immediate necessity of 
the work diminished, but those who had dlis- 
covered during the emergency the full magni- 
‘tude of the problem, realized that here was 
4 work which could ‘not be allowed to cease. 
‘Various organizations have sinee being doing 
their best to mitigate the worst of the hard- 
ships the poor mother must suffer, ‘To them 
the community of Shanghai, foreign or 
Chinese, owes a deop debt of gratitude. They 
should not be forgotten at this time of year, 
when, in memory of the birth of a Diving 
Infant, Christians in this eity will be ex- 
changing messages of goodwill,

all that it has meant, and still means to 
mankind. Instead the ‘world writhes in the 
horror which the spirit of evil has invented, 
Suffering, fear and hate abound. The light 
of goodwill Mickers as if almost it would be 
extinguished, 

‘This day is an earnest that that will not 
occur. "The very fact that many millions of 
people throughout the world, even in those 
countries where the wicked’ reign, will be 
bowing in spirit before the Babe eradied 
in @ manger is the best possible promise that 
the good shall not disappear from the earth, 
‘The light is still there. Dim though it may 
be, it beckons to men of goodwill, bidding 
them lift up theic heatts, fearing nothing ex- 
cept that evil may prevail. The world is 
going through a period of great spirituat 
testing. It may be paying for the follies of 
the years which the locusts have eaten, but 
the ‘good people will realize that the debt 
has to be paid in full before the score can 
be wiped clean, the old order changed, and 
the foundations laid for better things. For 
better things are ahead. As sure as the sun 
rises and sets, as surely as the verities of 


























mankind will yet have an 
opportunity of ordering the world a the 
Prince of Peace would have it. 

It must be remembered that what is really 
‘occurring in the world at the present moment 
is an attempt to impose different values upon 
it, On the one side, there -are those who 
seek to reintroduce the spiritually bankrupt 
values of the Dark Ages. ‘They are misguid- 
ed men misauiding their peoples. On the 
other, there are those who realize that the 
values, as they existed before this war came 
(0 aMict mankind, will be no Tonger suitable, 
but that others will have to take their place 
in order {0 ensure that brave, fine world 
which alone can compensate humanity for 
ils present tribulation. The forces of the 
Prince of Light are arrayed against those of 
the Prinee of Darkness. ‘The former have 
all eventually won in ‘the past, and wilt 
continue to do so now. The’ way may. 
be hard. It may have to be passed along 
at the cost of blood, and sweat and tears, 
but the Children of Light know how to suffer 
in the knowledge that eventually they will 
prevail, 

‘This is not the only occasion on which 
Christianity has celebrated one of its major 
festivals under such conditions, It may not 
be the last. ‘That rests upon the dispensa- 
tion of Providence, ‘This Christmas must, 
therefore, be one of faith. Faith not only in

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AMERICAN ELECTION

‘The Presidential election of 1940 is likely 
to form the subject for discussion for years 
to come in all histories of the war or of 
American political practice. The third term 
tradition has been thrown out of the window, 
is breach of a tradition which has existe¢ 
singe the foundation of the republic would 
never have taken place had there been no 
urave international erisis; for this reason no 
history of the war will be complete without 
4 discussion of its effect on American domes- 
tie policy. 

When events which occur abroad are the 
determining feature in an American elec- 
tion, the plea of the isolationists that the 
eyes of American citizens should never be 
cast beyond the shores of the United States 
becomes a little absurd. Tt might be argued 
that purely domestic issues were the main 
factor in deciding the country's vote. Yet 
even if this could be proved true, it would 
not alter the fact that the only reason whieh 
impelled the President to accept the third 
term nomination was the existence of a war 
in Europe. Most commentators would 40 
Further and say that it was only the exist- 
ence of a war in Europe which broke down 
the instinelive feeling among the voters that 
twelve years in office was too long for any 
man, 

‘Tradition can never be cited in the future 
as an obstacle to a President secking the 
nomination for the third time. If the coun- 
ty wishes to prevent third terms in. the 
Future, it will have to pass a Constitutional 
amendment. Apart from the irrational con 
sideration that nobody had ever sought el 

tion three times before, there are no logical 
reasons against serving for a third term which 
could not be equally applied to serving for 
4 second term. A yood case could be made 
‘out against a man holding office and at the 
same time seeking election to that office. For 
this reason, the Southern Confederacy limited 
its president's tenure of office to one term, 
but extended its length to six years in order 
{0 avoid too rapid changes in administration. 
Many of the Latin American countries also 
adopted the one-term rule. An unexpected 
result has been that Latin American pres~ 
dents, finding themselves harved by’ law 
from ‘serving again, have cut the Gordian 
Knot by abolishing the Constitution. ‘This 1s, 
however, not a danger which would have 
to be considered in the United States, should 
it be decided that presidential terms must 
tn future be limited to one of six years dura- 
ion. 





























Next to the fact that the election smashed 
the third term tradition, its most interest 
ing feature was that the only clear division 
‘was that between town and country. Pre 
dent Roosevelt was successful in every 
state with a big industrial population, while 
the Republican eandidate was only stccess~ 
ful in those states in which the country and 
small town vole outweighed the bly vote. 











Even the fact that the Democratic Viee= 
Prosident, Mr. Henry Wallace, came from 
Towa did’ not prevent that agricultural state

“bevy of Ceaulies" just as resdily as we refer 
to-a gang of plug-uglies. Thus T find “bevy” 
attached to the lark, the quail, the dainty roe, 
‘and to beautiful ladies....yet the word refers to 
Seink—and hard drinke ot that—beeause a bevy 
‘was originally "a drinking company": so why 
this word should be applicd to ladies and to 
larks must be left to the reader's imagination. 
But the whole vocabulary of the bird-world is 
at times dificult to follow, and the word “bird” 
itself has its own problems.

Hints to the Food-Rationed 
Useful to the Dollar-Rationed 


In Britain tea-pot economy is 
studied because tea is rationed. In 
Shanghai the high cost of living is 
the Worrying factor. ‘These hints 
from a home paper on how to make 
the mest of your ten should have a 
‘welcome : 

Much tea has been habitually 
wasted. By stopping this waste we 
‘ean all Increase the number of avail- 
able cups of good tea without using 
‘any more, ‘That ts to say, we can 
have as many cups in the twenty 
four hours as we are aceustomed to 
while using considerably tess tea, and 
Js can romain within. the new al- 
Towance without hardship. tneiden- 
tally, we shall also save fuel and time, 
Jand 'we shall have hot, fresh tea on 
hhand for any ocasion or in the event 
of air raids, 

For these destrable ends all we need 
to have isa fair-sized vacuum flask 
for every two persons in the house- 
hold. When tea is brewed in the or-
